Laid Tenderly to Rest. 
Wasnivetor, D. C., June 11.~—The remains 
of the victims of the wreck of Ford’s Theater 
| Friday have nearly all been disposed of. 
Washington was today a city of funerals, and 
all day long mourners have gone about the 
streets. The remains of J. Boyd Jones 
were sent to his home in Evansville, 
widow and three chil- 
dren await their arrival. Those of 
Frank M. Williams of Middleton, Wis., were 
buried in Congressional Cemetery, the Kev. 
Samuel Greene preaching the funeral sermon. 
Grand Army posts, Masonic and other socie- 
ties conducted various funerals with impres- 
sive ceremonies, Much of the talk upon the 
disaster is now of relief measures, and the 
Washington newspapers in their efforts to 
gather funds for the relief of the victims and 
their families are meeting with success to a 
degree that does credit to the benevolence of 
the citizens. One notable fact is the growth 
of the feeling of resentment against the per- 
sons responsible for the wreck. The public 
is rather indiscriminately condemning every- 
body who had anything to do with the con- 
trol of the building, from Congress down to 
the very laborers who were digging in the 
cellar when the crash came.

The elements have not been 
kind to Morgan’s scheme, and though he got 
a sufficient quantity of gas into the silken en- 
velope the winds and the temperature pre- 
vented the using of it until yesterday morn- 
ing.

Trial Trip Decided On. 

When at 9 o’clock M. Allier, who has been 

fortunate enough to get back to the earth 
without striking it hard after making 503 
ascensions, and Emil P. Voisard comcluded 
that the time was propitious for their airship 
to start away on a voyage of experiment. 
M. Altier and M. Voisard accordingly 
climbed into the basket, which is a ¢ircvlar 
affair woven in strong willows and having an 
opening in the center through which the rope 
runs which fastens it to the balloon. 
The aeronauts induced three young women 
cashiers in the park to clamber into the 
basket with them. The engineer at the en- 
gine attached to the balloon started up hig 
machine and the aeronauts and the ¢ashier 
got off the earth. . 

The Chicago is a monster in its way. It 
holds 90,000 culbic feet of gas and has a car- 
rying capacity of about ten tons. All day 
yesterday people filed into its basket and the 
hearts of the managers of it swelled with 
joy. The balloon went up every time the en- 
gine let go with a smooth, easy 
movement, and conveyed its passengers 
to a height of about 1,000 feet. A 
reporter for Tus Trisunz, who accompanied 
the balloon in ifs first flight, was unable to

The Chicago was well patronized yester- 
day and people had to wait their turns, and 
each time the great yellow ball went to- 
wards’ the sun it cagried all the people it 
would hold.

They left behind 
them proof sufficient to convince their friends 
that death was courted and they in each case 
went out of this life dy means of gas. People 
have committed suicide in other rooms of 
this hotel since it was built, but no. other in- 
stance is recorded wherein more than one 


person died in this manner in the same 


room. 

We don’t think that there is anything un- 
usual in the fact that so many people have 
killed themselves in 539,“ said Chief 
Clerk Cunningham. “It has so hap- 
pened, however, and is simply one of 


the strange coincidences that we occasionally 


run across. Of course it isstrange when one 
comes to think of it that it should so have 
happened that men about to kill themselves 
should have been assigned to the same room. 

** Do we tell our guests of what has taken 
place in that room when we put the number 


opposite their names on the register? Well, 


no, I can’t say that we do, but if any one 
should ask us we would not hesitate to tell 
him. I know of one man—he isa newspaper 
man, by the way—who is a guest of the house 
occasionally who always calls for this room. 
He is inclined to laugh at superstition and 
says that he wants some sort of an experience 
ofa supematural nature. He knows what 
has happened in No. 589 and thinks that this 
room should be a good one for ghosts. So 
far he has never been disturbed and he says 
that not once has the inclination to commit 
suicide come over him, so there cannot be 
anything uncanny about the room or its con- 
tents which would have a tendency to give a 
man a desire to end his existence. The fact 

these four men died in the. same room is, 
as I said, merely a coincidence that cannot

Mr. Glad- 
stone will insist that those measures shall be 
disposed of this session—for that ie what he 
means when he says that the government 
must be guided by considerations for the fulfill- 
ment of its pledges to the people. The first 
in importance of these pledges isto pass the 
home rule bill. The next is to pass the En- 
glish bills. Mr. Gladstone doubtless will find 
a way to fulfill both. The application of the 
closure may greatly aid in this direction. 


Ar its session in Milwaukee last week the 
American Medical Association received from 
Dr. Ernest Hart, editor of the British Medical 
Journal, an elaborate statement .in regard to 
cholera. Dr. Hart sketched’ the progress of 
the disease through different countries and 
the mode of its propagafiou, with especial 
reference to the affirmation. that ‘‘ cholera is 
a filth disease, carried by dirty people to dirty 
places, and there spread by the use of dirty 
water.” This is proved by the history of its 
spread in England, France, Russia, India, 
and other countries, In every case where the 
facts could be ascertained with sufficient 
closeness to warrant the deduction the out- 
break.of the disease was traceable to the use 
of contaminated water. It may be consid- 
ered as demonstrated that there is no value 
in the theories of cholera contagion being due 
to anything else than specifically polluted 
water. This is not merely an occasional or 
adjuvant cause, but the prime cause of al- 
most every great epidemic of Asiatic cholera. 
Further, when the use of the poisoned water 
has been abandoned or cut off the epidemic 
has ceased. Hence we should aim at secur- 
ing purity of our water, our ‘air, our soil, and 
our habits. This achieved, cholera need be 
feared no longer. Every means should be 
employed for impressing these facts upon the 
popular mind and to use the knowledge as a 
powerful lever to push forward the war 
against filth already so well begun. 2

There-was imminent danger that a 
good editor would be spoiled by a bad politi- 
cian, He is now foot loose and hand free 
and no longer will have to play the role of a 
party hireling. Had he taken this position 
two years ago he would not have had to eat 
his own words so frequently. But better late 
than never. An able and breezy editor has 
been saved, and Col. Watterson, freed from 
the thralltlom of partisanship, can now devote 
himself to the boys in the trenches and the 
Star-Eyed Goddess with enthusiastic audaci- 
ty and the blessed privilege of saying what he 
really thinks—a privilege he has not enjoyed 
for a long time, N . 


' INGALLS AND THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 
Tun Tripune recently printed an article by 
ex-Senator Ingalls on the hegro question. He 
described therein its present status graphic- 
ally and in most respects accurately. He 
dwelt on the complete nullification of the 
fifteenth amendment, the negro being left 
to be dealt with as suits the State in which he 
lives, and as a consequence being allowed no 
political rights in those States where hfs vote, 
were he permitted to cast it, would have the 
most weight. He asserted also that any de- 


mand for the recognition of the right of the 


negro in the cotton States to cast his vote and 
have it counted would be followed by an out- 
burst of violent sectionalism. Theoutcry last 
year over the Federal elections bill is evidence 
of that. 

Mr. Ingalls said further that 

The great gulf fixed between the races has wid- 
ened and déepened since emancipation. As do- 
pendents and subordinates the blacks were assc- 


» clates of the whites. As political equals they 
are strangers. Their children are no longer 


| playmates. They are taught in separate schools; 


they worship in separate churches; they are 


| buried in separate cemeteries. If possible the 


barrier is more insuperable at the North than at 
the South, and the prescription more contemptu- 
ous and intolerant. Wherever the negro ap- 
pears in considerable numbers the irritation is 
violent. Their settlement in any locality de- 
presses the value of real estate and repels white 
occupation. Immigrants avoid contact with 
them and shun the South as an infected region. 
Places of trust, honor, and emolument are shut 
egainst them inexorably. Surrounded by oppor- 
tunities which he cannot share and by advan- 
tages from which he is excluded the future offers 
no prospect of release from a bondage whose im- 
perceptible manacles are forged and riveted by 
the tyranny of nature. 

From this gloonry state of affairs he sees 
but one mode of escape. He can perceive 
but one way of solving a negro question 
which to his mind still divides the republic 
He denounced 
any proposition to repeal the fifteenth amend- 
ment, ineffectual as it is, asa breach of faith 
which would shock the world, and asserted 
that migration to Africa should be the policy 
of the future, “if reconciliation upon the 


ble,” which reconciliation he did not seem to 


expect. 


This desperate remedy of Mr. Ingalls seems 
to meet with no favor among blacks or 
whites. It has been assailed vehemently by 
certain colored men who are in favor of the 
migration of their race, for they insist that 
their people should go not to Africa but to 
South America, where land is abundant, im- 
migrants are desired, and theré is no preju- 
dice axainst the black man. They want them 
to go to Brasil or settle in the fertile terri-

The general opinion seems to be that Mr.

' LOWER THE RATES. RIGHT AWAY. 

The question of railroad rates to the Fair is 
being discussed extensively by the newspapers 
in all sections of the cobntry, and it is agreed 
generally that the roads are standing in their 
own light in net adopting a more liberal pol- 
icy. One of the strongest points is that made 
by a New York paper to the effect that a per- 
son who can well afford te pay a named price 
for a thing is apt to stain from paying if he 
thinks he ought to get the article fora good 
deal less, Of course this motive for inaction 
is all the stronger if there be reason to expeot 
that the purchase can be made later at & lower 
price. Undoubtedly the idea that the rail- 
roads will reduce their rates to the Fair within 
a few weeks hence at the most has deterred 
many from coming here who would have put 
in an appearance ere this if they had not 
thought it likely the railroad managers would 
act as they were forced to do in connection 
with the Centennial Exhibition at Philadel- 
phia and as they have done willingly for minor 
attractions at many different points in the 
United States. 

To a very large number of people the ques- 
tion of cost of transportation is the All-im- 
portant one in arriving at a decision te visit 
the Fair or stay away from it. They ¢annot 
afford to pay full ratesor the 30 per cent 
discount which some railroad managers have 
talked of asa sufficient concession. Or, if 
able to pay, they think they cannot afferd it, 
the result being the same in both cases, Out- 
side of the poorer classes, to whom the ex- 
penditure of five dollars, more or less, means 
a great deal, there is a numerous class of 
comparatively well-to-do persons who prefer 
to keep their money unless special induce- 
ments are offered them to part with it. These 
are the persons who are always on the lookout 
for bargains, buy articles in the stores wheh 
they are marked down,” and let them alone 
otherwise, These people would not pay high 
rates of transportation to and from the Fair. 
They would prefer to stay at home. But they 
would avail themselves of the opportunity to 
perform the journey at half rates, though it 
should involve a considerable amount of dis- 
comfort by reason of greater crowding or the 
taking of a little longer time than consumed 
by travel on ordinary trains, 

The railroad ‘managers have made a great 
mistake in not recognizing these conditions 
seyeral weeks ago. The mistake will be a 
very serious one, both for themselves and the 
success of the Fair, if they do not.soon open 
their eyes wide enough to see the facts and 
make practical acknowledgment of their 
error. Hundreds of thousands of persons who 
staid at home would have come last month 
and the first week in this, and scores of 


thousands who now have made arrangements 


not to come at all would at this moment be 
making ready to visit the Fair had the policy 
of the railroads been a wise one. The wnder- 
standing that the. exhibit was partly incom- 
plete would not have prevented a grand rush 
in the first three or four weeks, and by this 
time the rush would have been far greater had 
the people been offered what they believe to 
be satisfactory rates of transportation. 

The matter is now more important than be- 
fore. All over the country the scholastie year 
of the schools and colleges is closing and set- 
ting free vast numbers of persons to enjoy 
the summer vacation. Those people are mak- 
ing up their minds where they shall go and 
how to occupy the time. Such low rates as 
the railroads could well afford to make would 
induce a large proportion of the number to 
choose Chicage as their objective point and 
determine to take in the glories of the Fair. 
If on account of the stiff-necked, dog-in-the- 
manger policy of the railroads they decide 
they cannot afford the trip, or that it would 
not to them be worth the cost, they will make 
other arrangements. They will not come at 
all, and the probability is that the stay-away 
decision of the great majority would mot be 
changed by the announcement two or three 
weeks hence that the railroads are willing to 
accept half rates for the round trip. So the 
railroad managers have not much time to 
spare if they want to carry the masses to Chi- 
cago and back. A little more delay and they 
may find it is too late to influence more than 
half the volume of travel they would have 
been called on to handle if they had cut their 
wisdom teeth earlier in the season.

THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 

Upon the 15th of May last James H. Blount, 
the President’s Commissioner to the Hawaiian 
Islands, made public the nature of his imstruc- 
tions. The pith of them was to the effect that 
he had been sent to investigate and report to 
the President all that he could learn touching 
the condition of affairs in the islands, the 
cause of the revolution, and the sentiment of 
the people towards the provisional govern- 
ment. To enable him todo this he was in- 
vested with paramount authority.” At the 
same time he was not invested with any au- 
thority touching the withdrawn treaty of an- 
nexation except to the extent of dispelling any 
misapprehension which might exist, growing 
out of its withdrawal, as to the friendly feeling 
of this government towards the people of the 
islands. Meanwhile Commissioner Blownt was 
instructed to notify the people that— 

‘While the United States claims no right to in- 
terfere in the political or domestic affairs or in 
the internal conflicts of the Hawaiian Islands, 
otherwise than as herein stated or for the pur- 
pose of maintaining any treaty or other rights 
which it possesses, this government will adhere 
te its consistent and established policy in rela- 
tion to them, and it Will not acquiesce in do- 
mestic interference by other powers. 

From the general tenor of these instructions 
it appears that Commissioner Blount was sent 
tothe islandsas a special reporter to Mr. 
Cleveland and in addition to thig was given 
paramount authority touching the relations of 
the United States towards the islands. But 
where in these instructions did he get the au- 
thority to reverse all that the American Min- 
ister Stevens had done and to pull down the 
American flag? When Commissioner Blount 
was playing the réle of an active rebel; and 
Mr. Cleveland also was acting the part of a 
copperhead, Blount pulled down the American 
flag as much ashe could and éscaped being 
shot for it. It is probable in this case he 
knew he was not exceeding his instructions, 
asthe President had removed Mr. Stevens 
and appointed him (Bidunt) to fill the 
vacancy. ;

AMERICAN BOYS AND LABOR. 

The editor of the has 
done good service to the cause of American 
labor by investigating the question how far 
foreign know-nothingism is preventing Ameri- 
ean boys from learning trades. Statistics 
show that one-fifth of our able-bodied male 
population is engaged in mechanical business 

t various kinds, and yet under the conditions 
imposed by foreign trades unipns the Amer- 
ican boy has no rights which organized labor 
is bound to respect.” Ai thp Century says: 
He is denied instruction at an apprentſoe, 
and if he be taught his trade in a trade school 
he is refused admission to nearly all the 
trades unions and is boycotted if he attempts 
to work as a non-union man, The questions 
of his character and skill entet into the mat- 
ter only to discriminate against him; all the 
trades unions of the country ate controlled by 
foreigners who comprise the great majority 
of their members. While they refuse admis- 
sion to the trained American boy they admit 
all foreign applicants with little or no regard 
to their training or skill.” Ina word, labor 
in this free country is not free to the sons of 
Americans. : | 

The results of the investigation instituted 
by the Century are of the utmost significance, 
and they should engage the earnest con- 
sideration of all thoughtful Americans. The 
investigation shows that among the causes of 
this rapidly growing evil the passing away of 
the old apprentice system and the enormous 
immigration from Europeare the most prom- 
inent. It also shows that the trades unions 
are controlled by foreigners, that their regu- 
lations are such that American boys no longer 
can learn trades by working with journey- 
men, and that boys who learn trades in trade 


schools are barred out by union rules and 


boy¢otted if they seek to work as non-union 
men. The Century further says: 

It will be shown also that while the unions 
combine in this effective conspiracy against 
American boys they admit freely to their organi- 
zations foreign workmen who have not served 
full apprenticeships, and who have only a slight 
knowledge of their crafts, and instruct them to a 
fuller knowledge while obtaining for them full 
pay as journeymen. It will be shown also that 
the bulk of foreign laborers who come to Ameri- 
ca are the poorest of their trades in Europe, the 
best workmen always finding abundant.work and 
satisfactory pay at home; that in addition to be- 
ing indifferent workmen they 
stances men of inferior moral 
instincts, frequently of 
anti-social proclivities and practices, and 
areoften without sympathy for American insti- 
tutions, and have no regard whatever for the 
country’s welfare. It will be shown also that in 
addition to the foreign laborers who take up 
their abode here and pussess the field there are 
many thousands of othérs who come here in 
every busy season, work while that season lasts, 
and return to their heines when jt is ended, It 
will be shown that while these “larvesters,” as 
they are called, are admitted to the unions and 
are given work on equal terms with union mem- 
bers, the union authorities refuse American boys 
as apprentices and jettneymen on the ground 
that the labor market is ¢rowded and the inter- 
ests of labor will be harmed if Americans are al- 
lowed to commis in. 1 et 

The Century proposes to demonstrate these 
assertions by a Serieg of articlés ‘setting forth 
information eb from offigial and authen- 
tic sources, It cannot do a better service to 
labor and it cannot too strongly urge Amer- 
icans to consider subject with the utmost 
seriousness. The American mechanicg who 
in the early daysef.the republic were not 
only good workmen but among the most 
loyal, sturdy, and patriotio of all American 
citizens, almost entirely have disappeared. 
Their places are filled by foreigners, many of 
them unskilled workers and @ considerable 
number of them without any sympathy with 
American institutions and full of anarchistic 
proclivities. How disastrous all this is to 
American labor is demonstrated by the fact 
that American labor virtually has ceased to 
produce American goods. The places of 
peaceful arid skilled American mechanics are 
filled by turbulent and unskilled foreign 
mechanics dominated by leaders who 
have introduced the strike and boycott, 
with which they paralyze the labor 
market at their .own pleasure. Mean- 
while. American boys are growing up in 
idleness and without trades because these for- 
eign know-nothings. will not allow them to 
learn one. -The question is one of paramount 
national importance. Foreign know-nothing- 
ism, as it affects American mechanical labor 
by shutting the doors against American boys, 
should be fought against and btoken up. The 
attack cannot begin too soon or too resolutely. 


RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 
Congressman Springer attended the interna- 
tional reciprocity convention recently held at 
St. Paul, und while there he made a speech in 
which he urged reciprocity with Canada on 
the following terms: | 


1. A free exchange of the products of the soil, 
the forest, and the mines of ‘the two countries, 
and of the fisheries of the Atlantie and on the in- 
land waters. 

2. The free exchange of manufactured articles, 
the component parts of which have been produced 
in either country, in both countries. 


A city paper, commenting on this proposi- 


tion, says: 


Something like what Mr. Springer proposes 
once was in operation between the two countries. 
It worked satisfactorily to neither of them and 
most unsatisfactorily and injuriously te the 
trade and commerce of the Unilted States, and 
the treaty by the terms of whieh the virtual free 
trade existing between it and Canada was abro- 
gated upon notice from the President. 

That is not an accurate statement. The 
reciprocity treaty of 1854 covered only 
the products of the soil, forest, mines, and 
fisheries of the two countries, with the excep- 
tion of animals, fresh, smoked, and salted 
meats, wool, pelts, and rags. There was no 
reciprocity whatever in manufactured arti- 
cles, and that was what made the treaty so 


unfair. Canada benefited by it greatly. The 


raw products of that country were disposed of 
to advantage in the great market of the Unit- 
ed States, while the manufactures of the lat- 
ter were admitted into Canaila only on the 
payment of duties which were raised from 
time to time by the Canadians. | 

Had the treaty of 1854 covered as much 
ground as does Mr. Springer’s proposition it 
would not have been abrogated by the Ameri- 
can Government, for it would have had some 
semblance of fairness to it. But the Cana- 
dians have never proposed reciprocity in 
manufactured articles. They have on the 
contrary refused to listen to any suggestion 
that such an arrangement should be made. 
Nor is there any reason to believe that Mr. 


Springer speaks for the Democratic party, 


which made the jug-handle arrangement of 
1854, and which has never shown any desire 
to make a fairer arrangement. It has been 
in favor always of legislating so as to allow 
the Canadians to pour all their products into 
the American market without asking for any- 
thing in return. It is useleas to look to the 
Democracy for reciprocal legislation — |

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NEW YORK SERVANT-GIRLLEsS. 
It appears that the people of New York have 


Exposition. ‘Their hired girls, more intelli- 


gent than they and more determined to see and 


study the greatest attraction of this century, 


have left them ina body to get good wages 
and intellectual opportunities here. The state 
of affairsin New York is distressing. The 
proud and tenderly nurtured women of that 
city have to do their own housework and, as a 
consequence, their husbands suffer. Dyspep- 
sia due to amateur cookery rageé wildly, 
“Thousands of women who are able and 
willing to hire subordinates are compelled to 
do their own housework.” ‘ Whole communi- 
ties are practically camping out in their own 
houses, Canned foods are taking the place 
of ordinary viands. But for Mr. Armour 
and his like existence would be impossible in 
New York, The head of an intelligence 
says that one woman who wanted a servant 
yesterday actually cried when she told me 


how she was placed.” It is pitiful to think 


of a New-Yorker in tears. The girls, whether 
newcomers or not, cannot be induced fo stay 
in New York, They refuse to throw away 
their opportunity of seeing the Exposition. 
As a consequence of the exodus wages have 
gone up. The few who consent to remain 
must have at least twice what they have been 
getting. So it is not astonishing that the 
New. Torkers should feel more unkindly 
toward this city than ever. 

It is true that there has been an enormous 
inerease’in the hired-girl population of Chi- 
cago. They have come here, not from New 
Tork alone, but other parts of the United 
States and Canada. They have come not 
merely to get employment but tosee the Fair. 
They stipulate that they must have a day off 


to visit it, and at first all the newcomers- 


would not take places except on the South 
Side,.so they might be near Jackson Park, 
But in spite of the great numbers who have 
come wages have gone up rather than down. 

Most of those who have come will stay 
after the Fair closes: Having becofhe accus- 
tomed to and fascinated with Chicago they 
will not return to the less agreeable places— 
New York, for instance—whence they came, 
The housekeepers of that city will have to 
toil on breaking in green hands fresh from 
Europe, who will come on to Chicago as soon 
as they geta.chance. No one need be sur- 
prised, therefore, if the number of suicides or 
applications for divorce is specially large in 
New York this summer, The wisest thing for 
its residents to do, however, would be to fol- 
low in the wake of their intelligent hired girls 
and settle in Chicago.

The Produce Markets Sympathize Closely 
‘with the Financial Situation-Wheat | 


Declines Early to the Lowest Point in 


Last week will be remembered as ont pt the 
most remarkable in the financial history Chi- 
cago. Not in twenty years before have financial 
conditions been more disturbed than they were 
early in the week, and never before was there 


suspension note- 
worthy. The firm was involved in losses on Stock 
Exchange securities, which it held as collateral, 
but its suepension would undoubtedly have been 
warded off had it not been for the disappearance 
and probable suicide of its head at the most crit- 
ical moment. Other failures followed this, and 
the public became much alarmed. 
This alarm broke out with great vigor among 
bank depositors and by Tuesday there were runs 


| im fall. progress on every savings bank in 


the city. Never were banks put to a more severe 
test than were the Chicago savings banks, and 
that they stood up under that test so well will 
certainly redouad greatly to the credit of those 
banks in particular and of Chicago’s fimanctal 
position in general. Somewhere from $2,500,000 
to $8,000,000 was drawn out by frightened de- 
positors, a single institution losing $1,250,000 in 
that way. There was much fear that this jose of 
confidence might exfend to commercial depos- 
itors, but they were not slow, to recognize the 
strength of Chicago's position, and at the banks 
where the runs were heaviest commercial depos- 
its increased faster than the savings deposits 
were drawn out, 

After two or three days of this needless fright 
and the drawing out of these millions of dollars 
and forfeiture of accrued interest which would 
have been due had the deposits remained until 
July 1 the runs all came to an end, and the de- 
positors, finding that they could get their money, 
turned aboutiin many cases and redeposited it. 
A great amount of it is still locked up in safety 
deposit vaults and hidden away in bureau draw- 
ers, and this run will leave its impress on the 
local situatiaon-probablv for some weeks. 

The same fear which took possession of the 
savings bank depositors broke out also with a 
good deal of virulence among country bankers. 
They were suddenly seized with the idea that 
they must run up their reserve to 50 or 60 per 
cent, and to do that they not only drew everything 
they had in the city but many wanted to borrow 
something in addition. This made altogether a 
tremendous demand for funds in Chicago and the 
result 1s to be plainly seen in Saturday New 
York bank statement, which shows a decrease in 
deposits of over $12,000,000. Chicago drew 
about $7,000,000 of this from New York during 
the week. New York exchange is practically un- 
salable here and every bank was ordering cur- 
rency. The country banks are now beginni 
find that they were far more scared than 5 
and that there are no great demands to be 4 7 
upon them. ey have not yet n te send 
back the 35 ot they drew, but in a few days 
more a stream rrency in direction may 
be confidently looked for.
